WILL DELAY BUILDING SHIPS 


Expects to Charter Neutral. and 
American Tonnage Till Bulld- 
Ing Coste Less.

‘BREMEN, Sept. 16;—‘‘I have. talked 
with shipowners and merchants who 
formerly had worldwide connections and 
with allied an@ neutral representatives 
who are at present in Hamburg and Bre- 
men trying to re-establish the bonds of 
commerce. The voice of the commeér- 
cial neutral is very loud in these cities, 
where there aré also many Americans, 
but the tardiness of Mnglish firms in 
sending representatives is very much 

commented upon. 

The general feeling among commercial 
people, both. German and foreign, is 
one of hopefulness. It is recognized 
that recovery will be slow, and that the 
present generation, which has to re- 
habilitate the value of the mark and 
fee] the first shock of paying the En- 
tente claims, will never again know pre- 
war prosperity; but still it is felt that 
Germany is going to recover, and that 
with allied help a good beginning can 
soon be made. 

Of course, ‘‘allied help’? means that 
German firms are again to enter into 
competition, but Germany cannot pay 
the claims made against her unless 
such competition takes placé, and the 
idea that Germany can for years to 
come be ‘a serious rival of any allied 
country is scouted here by all-in the 
best position to judge. I have been 
through a number of large ware- 
houses in Hamburg, and if Germany 
has “large stocks of goods wait- 
ing to be exported, they are certain- 
ly not in Hamburg. Germany has 
china and glass and potash to export, 
but few things in such quantities as 
need cause alarm in Entente countries. 
The problem is this: Germany hes fac- 
tories, docks, railways, labor and every- 
thing required for productive purposes. 
She is destitute, however, of all those 
raw materials which she formerly im- 
ported from abroad to feed those fac- 
tories and, owing to the almost vanished 
value of the mark, she is unable at pres- 
ént to buy those raw materials. How 
to finance herself and so employ her 
productive resources is the problem she 
is attempting to solve and the problem 
about which I inquired during my stay 
in Bremen and Hamburg. 

Germany Destitute of Ships. 


Certain élementary facts are thor- 
oughly realized’ here. It is recognized 
that Germany’s overseas trade is abso- 
lutely depefdent upon the Allies, that 
Germany's recovery as a whole is 
equally dependent upon. the Allies, and 
that Géfmany is deStitute of ships to 
carry her exports and imports. Prior 
to the outbréak of the war Bremen 
had a tonnage of 1,300,000, and 
Hamburg of. 2,600,000, while now 
the tonnages Owned are respectively 
56,900 and 82,500. All Germany owns 
now ohly 3% per cent. of her pre-war 
shipping tonnage. 

As against these realities Germany 
has two assets which she considers to 
be of considerable value.- She has a 
large market to offer, and she has large 
labor power. Germany wishes to 
pledge these two assets in exchange for 
long-dated. credits by which and by 
which aloné she can recover sufficient- 
ly; and those credits would have to 
be furnished in the form of raw ma- 
terials are food supplies to enable 
Germany to tide over the worst of 
the post-war period. Realizing that 
she has to go on short rations for many 
years, Germany will probably place an 
embargo upon the impdértation of lux- 
uries and is cértainly prepared to use 
in home consumption only the barest 

subsistence minimum. 

Beyond that minimum Germany will 
re-export all the raw materials sent her 
in the form ¢@ manufactured articles, 
thus really exporting the value of her 
laber. By this labor value and by 
those home products which Germany 
can export, it is hoped that in the 
course of years Gérmany will be able 
to re-establish the value of the mark 
and to repay credits and interest. 

Among the materials which are most 
pressingly réquired are oil cakes, to 
improve the food supply and all tex- 
tile materials, such as wool, cotton and 
jute. This problem of festocking .Ger- 
many is one of tremendous niagnitude. 
One estimate made to me is that 
from two to three billion pounds would 
be required. This sum is of course 
impossible. The Allies could not supply 
it, nor could Germany swWallow it if 
granted. But £50,000,000 is frequently 
mentioned as the minimum sum to 
enable. Germany to make a propér start. 

We now have the habit of thinking of 
America when we talk of credits and 
raw materials, but Germany, while not 
minimizing the importance of America, 
is thinking equally of England. It is 
fully recognized that England and the 
British Empire are guardians of tre- 
meéndous sources of raw materials, and 
German merchants are looking toward 
England with as much anziety as to- 
ward America, which is why the com- 
parative absence of English business 
representatives outside the occupted 
territories is being so much commented 


upon.

American nation today,’’ said Dr. Lusk, 
and the cause of the high cost_of living. 
The calories in meat only represent 42 
per cent, ft is expensive; and a family 
eliminating meat largely could save 
three-fourths of the cost of its food.”’ 
Dr. MacCullum-said the poor espe- 
clally felt: that they ‘must have meat 
and that this-diet kept them continually 
under weight. He told of experiments 


‘upon animals fed on meat who grew 


prematurely old and died, while others 
fed daily on green foods and fresh vege- 
tables thrived. It was Dr. MacCullum 
who predicted a visitation of plagues if 
less meat and: more green food were not 
eaten. The next session of the confer- 


ence will be on Monday, Saturday and 
Sunday being devoted to sight-seeing 
and other recreations by the doctors.

THE BULGARIAN TREATY. 

‘Despite the loss of Thrace, Bulgaria 
has come out well enough from the 
war. She is allowed to have an out- 
let to the Aegean, though what she 
has done to deserve it no man can Bay. 
President WiLs0n was doubtless right 
when he insisted on “this provision, 
that there might be no seed sown for 
future wars; although Bulgaria’s rec- 
ord is not rich:in ‘promises of peacé, 
no matter what she gets or does not 
get. Mr.. Wimson knew. this, . of 
course, but wanted to make sure that 
if Bulgaria does try to'upset the peace 
of the Balkans again she will be plain- 
ly in ‘the. wrofg. So she will; “but 
again ‘her ‘record does not give much 
room for the bélief that. she 
anything for the opinion of the world, 
or that the mere matter of being ob- 
viously in the . wrong would. ever 
weigh heavily with her. 

Otherwise, the treaty. which Bulgaria 
must sign is pretty much like the 
treaties .with Germany and Austria. 
The principle that any nation which is 
a party to an unprovoked war must 
pay damages for it is observed in all 
three cases, though the damages are 
limited to payment for actual destruc- 
tion of life. and property, and are 
therefore not indemnities. An indem- 
nity would’ mean the reimbursemeat 
of the nations put on. their defense by 
the aggression, and. nothing ‘of: the 
kind is or has been, demanded, There 
is no earthly reason why it should not 
be, except that the disturbers of the 
world's peace are not able to pay 
‘such \ an indemnity. Otherwise, no 
doubt, ‘the Peace Conferénce would 
have exacted it..

A DATE FOR THE RECESSION OF 
‘ SHANTUNG. oe 
It is not hard to see the reasonable- 
ness of the: Japanese explanations 
‘concerning Japan's failure to fix a 
date for the return of Shantung to 
China, .. The Peace Treaty has. not’ yet 
been ratified by the number of na- 
tions ‘required to put it in effect. 
Even after it is ratified Germany has, 
if she chodoses to take ‘ft, a term: of 
ythree months in which to define the 
extent of her holdings. ,China, per- 
haps, still entertaining a hope that 
the United States Senate will come to 
her. aid, has. failed to indicate any 
wiflingness to negotiate with Japan on 
the subject, although the Japanese 
have made overtures to her. Natural- 
ly, Shantunmg can~ be.-returned to 
China, only by agreement between her 
and Japan, and China, we are told, 
holds off from making the agreement 
or. even from consenting: to discuss it. 
The. Président of the United: States 
has assured the people, and his as- 
surance is borne out by official state- 
ments from Tokio, that Japan has 
promised to retain only such rights in 
Shantung as are now possessed by 
private corporations, which means 
that she will compete with them in the 
railroad business.

from China in: the past, always on 
utterly inadequate pretenses, such, 
for example, as the reparation Ger- 
many demanded for.the murder of two 
German missionaries. by rioters, Ja- 
pan’s conduct appears more moderate 
and humane than that of some other 
nations. She purposes to negotiate 
with China concerning these conces- 
sions, but asserts that she has been 
unable to get any indication of willing- 
ness on China’s part to negotiate or 
confer. 

These are the reasons given by 
Japan for her inability to fix’a date, 
while at the same time she assures 
the world that the date will be early. } 
Nevertheless, Japan could greatly im- 
prove her position in the eyes of the 
world if she ‘could finda way to fix 
it and announce ‘it. When ‘she’ her- 
self ratifies the Peace Treaty it will 
be in effect as the law of the world, 
no matter how leng the American 
Senate may choose to debate it.
